and economic characteristics, a knowledge of pe 
continuous change of material conditions, “including 
that of the rise and fall of civilization and culture. 
The study of the accomplishment of this task by 
the Savior is equally instructive from a_ theoretic 
and a practical standpoint. 

The foregoing remarks should make it clear, 
why Catholic sociologists consider it a mistake to 
attribute to the direct influence of the Church ever 
so many of the vastly different concrete forms in 
politics and economics. Following the instruction 
and example of the Master, the Church permitted 
time and conditions to change the forms of govern- 
ment and industry during each century and in each 
country. The Church no more interfered, when 
political thought crystallized in Feudalism, than 
when it upheld Imperialism or Democracy. She 
saw economic ideals develop from the slave system 
to the guild system, and onward again to the 
factory system. During all these centuries, the 
Church observed closely the spirit manifesting itself 
under these forms, and accordingly sought either 
to correct or quicken this spirit. Far from inter- 
fering with the natural forces at work, the Church 
strove to breathe into every form the social spirit 
of duty and harmony. The absence of this spirit 
must not be attributed to the Church’s neglect, but 
rather to a nation’s rebellion against the teaching 
and exhortation of the Church, 


And now a preliminary question: Did Christ 
preach a social Gospel? Did He not come for some 
vastly higher purpose? Would it not have been a 
waste of time and effort to do so? We concede 
quite readily that Christ’s primary purpose was the 
salvation of individual souls. But, coming as the 
Good Shepherd, who seeks not only that His sheep 
may have life, but that they “may have it more 
abundantly” (John 10, 10), He would naturally 
make salvation as easy as possible, and would. 
therefore, also strive to create a society that would 
live up to the natural law and that, in consequence, 
would not be a continued obstacle to a truly moral 
life. Similarly He would seek to create material 
conditions. which would leave to man sufficient time 
and opportunity to interest himself in the things 
necessary, in the Ahings that are of vastly greater 


| jmportance than the dailv bread. and than shelter, 
food and clothing. In view of God’s Wisdom and 


Goodness, this argument alone would prove that _ 
Christ must also have laid down principles for the 


lowing paragraphs this conclusion bai be ‘more 


2 ee amply confirmed. 
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Let us briefly add that in the following attempt 
to gather the social principles of the Savior, we 
shall avail ourselves of the teaching of the Apostles 
as well as of Christ’s teaching and example. As 
Catholics we cannot entertain the idea that St. Paul, 
or any other of the apostles, perverted the social 
teaching of the Master. ‘The apostles were the 
messengers of Christ and the faithful preachers of 
His doctrine. There is no: Here Christ, there Paul! 

We said before that Christ came to be the 
teacher for the whole world and for all future 
generations. As such the Savior could not appeal 
for His principles to the sanction of the positive 
law. Nor did He care to rely on this weak, de- 
fective and purely negative support, or on the halt- 
ing cooperation of weak or even antagonistic rulers. 
We know only too well, how feeble a support the 
positive sanction is against human selfishness in 
the great majority of cases. Back of Christ’s social 
precepts we discover the stronger and unfailing 
sanction of the natural law. He appeals to the all- 
seeing eye of the Father, Who watches every com- 
pliance with man’s moral duty, and also every 
transgression of this law. He holds out to us as a 
reward salvation and eternal happiness, knowing 
that society without religion will be without social 
virtue, he traces social duty to moral and religious 
duty, the only reforming remedy, because it attacks 
social evils at the root. 

Unceasingly Christ emphasizes that a kingdom 
is to be gained, that peace, harmony and prosperity 
here on earth as well as in the hereafter depend 
on. compliance with social duty, no less than on 
compliance with individual obligations. When He 
calls all those blessed, who practice social virtues, 
he adds in a great variety of terms, but in an un- 
mistakable oneness of meaning, that theirs is the 
kingdom of heaven, that they shall possess the land, 
that they shall have their fill, shall be comforted 
and shall obtain mercy ; while neglect of social virtue 
makes it impossible for man to enter the kingdom 
and leads to his being cast into the eternal fire. 
The cup of water offered to the thirsty will make 
us children of God; the denial of such small relief 
will make us enter into the gate that leadeth to 
destruction (Mat. cc. 5, 6, 7, passim). In short, 
without submission to His social law man cannot 
become Christ’s disciple, nor a co-heir of heaven. 
Let us also note, what is of special interest to us, 
that the flexibility of some of these promises indi- 
cates sufficiently that Christ hinted at the connection 
between His law and the natural law, and at the 
twofold sanction of temporal blessing and eternal 
reward, of social happiness as the foretaste of 
eternal bliss. 


The equal emphasis of the eternal reward to the 
observers of the social and individual natural law 
led some writers to believe that a sincere 
return to religion would of itself solve all 
social questions. It is an exaggerated belief; 

for, some economic and political forms lend 


themselves more, others less readily to Christ’s 
principles, and it is the duty of man to choose 
one from the other, to usher in the one, and

to discard the other. However, there remains the 
all important truth that without religion, without 
reform of the heart, social reform is an impossibility. 
In “Socialism and the Ethics of Jesus’ Vedder sums 
up the truth correctly, when he writes: “Legislation 
at the best can only restrain men from doing wrong; 
love of the right, and the impulse to do the right, 
must come to men from a source entirely different” 
(p. 379). “Others had attempted to regenerate 
society by providing it with new forms; Christ saw 
that the only regeneration was to breathe into it a 
new spirit” (p. 380). “The message of Jesus to the 
world, therefore, is that social reform is possible 
only through spiritual renewal” (p. 379). Vedder 
has likewise gleaned the truth from the Gospels, 
that “society must be delivered, that society must 
be regenerated, or the individual cannot maintain a 
regenerate life. Society will prove too powerful 
for the individual (in general), and will drag him 
down with it into common ethical ruin” (p. 378). 
How can it be otherwise? Force and law as such 
cannot cope with human selfishness, and therefore 
cannot bring about a lasting social reform. Thus it 
is true, that ‘‘society cannot be regenerated except 
by the birth of individual souls into a new life; 
and that the individual.cannot exist apart from 
society and cannot be saved apart from his social 
relations” (p. 345). With Vedder (p. 381) we may 
also quote the following corroborating passage from 
Tolstoy: “I assert and will never cease from say- 
ing, that the only radical means for opposing the 
oppression of the masses by the idle minority is - 
the religious rebirth of the individuals.” | 
Liberalism dispensed with true religion and true 
morality. By doing so, it lifted Christ’s social work | 
from its foundations, it took the heart out of social — 
man and thus killed him. : 
Holding in His hand temporal and eternal 3

In His teaching the Savior began by restoring 
he Divine order of matrimony. He limits once 
yore the union of man and woman to two, imposes 
nthe husband duties towards his wife, surpassing 
ven those towards his own parents, and does away 
orever with the toleration of divorce. “Man shall 
save father and mother, and shall cleave to his 
vife, and they two shall be in one flesh... . What 
herefore God hath joined together, let no man put 
ssunder” (Mat. 19. 5-6). We hear the echo of 
vhrist’s teaching in the writings of St. Paul. After 
se has exhorted the wives to be “subject to their 
usbands, as it behooveth in the Lord’, he demands 
‘f the husbands “to love their wives, and not to 
‘e bitter towards them” (Col. 3, 18-19). “Let wives 
se subject to their husbands, writes St. Peter, and 
‘ve husbands . . . give honor to the female as to 
ne weaker vessel. and as to the co-heirs of the 
race of life” (1 Pet. 3, 1.7). Addressing him- 
elf to the children, St. Paul adds: —“Children, 
hey vour parents in all things; for this is well 
leasing to the Lord.

The Religious Problem of the Migrant 
Workers’ Children in the Beet Fields. 


As far back as 1917, Social Justice*) called 
attention to the problem present in the family and 
the children that go to the sugar beet fields from 
large cities each year. The study was one of the 
first of its kind to be published; it was based on re- 
search conducted in St. Louis, and followed up by 
correspondence with priests in Wisconsin, the field 
to which a number of families had gone from that 
city. Since that time the entire matter has obtained 
considerable attention. Especially the National 
Child Labor Committee has been active in conduct- 
ing investigations, the chief one extending over a 
period from May to November 25th, 1922, when 
three agents were in the field continuously except 
for the month of August. This field covered 12,804 
acres in the “Thumb” and Saginaw Valley sections 
of Michigan, or about 20 per cent of its total acre- 
age devoted to sugar beet cultivation. 

A synopsis of the report of this investigation 
was published in the March issue of the American 
Child, and from this source we learn that there was 
a total of 1,358 children from all families under 
observation engaged in blocking, thinning, weed- 
ing, pulling or topping the beets during one time 
or other. The report. after making it clear that the 


| work the children do is by no means light, deals, in 


part. with housing conditions, stating that they vary 
in the beet fields, though they are generally “of 
the poorest kind.” In the matter of housing, the 
contract labor families, or “migrants,” are said to 
be in a much worse predicament than the grower 
families, who are either owners or renters and 
naturally reside in their homes, the while the mi- 
grant is obliged to accommodate himself to condi- 


tions as he finds them. Lest one be impelled to - 


think the work of the children in the cultivation of 
the beet is a consideration of minor consequence, 
the report asserts that the “558 grower children 
helped to cultivate 2.252 acres and the 800 contract 
—the number of acres 
a family can undertake to cultivate depending — 
largely on the number of children in the family. 
It is indicated that the work of three children of 
7.9 and 11 years “was ge ee! of that of two 
adults.” : 

Being primarily interested in the physical and — 
intellectual welfare of these children, the N.C. L. C.

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stresses and, in a measure, warrantedly so, the 
handicaps and setbacks of this nature the child 
worker is exposed to in the beet fields. Their lot, 
in these regards, the Committee finds, is such that 
“the only offset to the condition in which the beet 
children are found lies in the public school, attend- 
ance being compulsory save as work permits are 
granted.” But even this “offset” is a questionable 
one, for, says the report, “coming as they do from 
so many states and cities the parents of these chil- 
dren feel no obligation to send their children to the 
rural schools of Michigan.” As a matter of fact, 
of 5,581 children in the district, whose records were 
obtained from the local schools, “63.4 per cent lost 
time because of work either in beets or other forms 
of agriculture.” The investigators found that 
“beets are the most important cause of non-attend- 
ance (at school), more than four-fifths of the 
school time lost being attributable to this work.” 
They learned that “it is not alone the older chil- 
dren who are absent. from school through beet 
work ;” among the owner families the number of 
children under. 10 years of age who-worked in the 
beet fields is as great as the number of those over 
that age, while among the migrant or contract 
families the children under 9 years at work, and 
therefore absent from school, is as great as that 
of the older children. In fact, the number of chil- 
dren removed from school to help harvest the beet 
crop amounts to more than three-fifths of the total 
attendance in the six counties studied. Expressed 
in different terms, “one-third of the school time was 
lost during the harvest season,” while, at the same 
time, the “beet vacation as a solution to the problem 
of non-attendance” at school was found “to be a 
failure not only in operation but in theory, since it 
is public recognition of the belief that the work of 
a child is more important than its schooling.” 
The synopsis of the survey sketches other find- 
ings, all bearing on the effect of work in the beet 
fields on the children workers. Thus retardation is 
particularly noticeable among these children, in a 
degree corresponding with attendance and non- 
attendance. “We find, say the investigators, “that 
the contract beet worker children lost the highest 
percentage of time, and they have the highest per- 
centage of retarded children; owner and tenant beet 
workers lost less time and are less retarded; ‘other 
workers’ lost still less and are likewise less re- 
‘tarded; while the non-workers who lost no time 
for work are least retarded.” The summary of the 
survey before us concludes with the statement: 
“Perhaps the most serious effect of this contract 
peonage of children in the sugar beet fields is their 
failure to get an American education.” - : 
Just what is meant by this statement is a trifle 
hazy. Interpreted in the light of statements issued 
by the National Edttcation Association, bearing on 


education in our country in a general way, the 
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authors probably mean that the greatest hardship 


oe upon these children is that they are de- | 
_prived of full time instruction in the public schools | 
_ during the customary school term. It is not our 


purpose to discuss the validity of that statement at 
this time; but we do desire to point to the fact that 
the survey confines its condemnation of the practice 
of employing children in the sugar beet fields to 
considerations of the physical and intellectual wel- 
fare of the children; their religious welfare is, as 
far as we have been able to discover, not taken 
into consideration. And yet this element, as apply- 
ing both to parents and children, is one that we 
dare not ignore; it is one in which Catholics pri- 
marily should take an active interest, realizing as 
we do, that there is a large percentage of Catholic 
families among the migrant families in particular, 
not only in the territory in Michigan with which 
the survey of the National Child Labor Committee 
is concerned, but in other beet fields as well and 
likewise where other harvests are concerned. Sea- 
sonal work and other forms of casual labor create 
conditions that are not a whit better than those 
found in the Michigan beet fields. Even quarrying, 
a form of labor which it would seem to require a 
stretch of the imagination to associate with the 
problem we are considering, has, in New York 
State, for instance, drawn numerous Polish Catholic 
families away from their homes and parishes, out 
into sections of the state where they are not only 
subjected to evils connected with inadequate hous- 
ing conditions, exploitation, the neglect of educa-_ 
tion of their children, but also to those resulting 
from utter, or at best, inadequate care of the spir- 
itual needs of adults and children alike. In these 
and other cases,—in cannery camps, quarrymen’s 
camps, camps for workers engaged in the produc- 
tion of fertilizer, in brickmakers’ camps, as well as 
in the beet fields—there is sore need for Catholic 
missionary effort. 


Such effort could well be modeled on the en- 
deavors of some English Catholics who, in 1904, 
undertook to look after the spiritual needs wf the 
workers in the hop gardens in Kent, and followed 
up their missionary efforts by none the less zealous 
endeavors among the same people in the cities to 
which they had returned once the seasonal work was 
completed. In 1906 Bertrand  W. Devas prepared 
an appealing sketch of the work of the priest and 
lay missionaries among the hop pickers in Kent! 
under the title “Work in the Hop Gardens.” **)| 
Read at the Catholic Conference at Brighton in 
the year mentioned, and later published in broch 
form by the Catholic Truth Society, the’ pa 
even at this late date, offers sugestions that 
very valuable and can be readily adapted to cond 
tion in our country.

sat divine service on Sunday morning and at other 
sexercises in the Mission Center on the part of men 
-and women and children. But this is not all the 
“Ladies of the Mass” do; they are, wherever pos- 
-sible, hospital nurses, and the tent or hut, where 
as many as six masses are said on a Sunday morn- 
iing, for the accommodation of various groups of 
vworkers and their entire families, also become hos- 
(pital centers, in which the nurses look after the 
yminor ailments of the workers and offer advice 
aas to treatment of major ailments. Milk is sold 
gat these centers, entertainment provided, reading 
pmaterial furnished, and the social problems ascer- 
ttained. The poor in dire straits are assisted and such 
[problems as, e. g., that of girls living in difficult 
[home surroundings met, means to carry on these 
endeavors being provided from a St. Clare’s Fund, 
cestablished at the very beginning of the mission. 
Catechism classes are held on Sunday afternoon, 
entertainments usually offering an additional in- 
ducement to insure attendance. Arrangements are 
made for confessions, baptism is administered or- 
dinarily after the Mass on Sunday, and, in addi- 
tion to the catechetical instructions to the children 
sand entertainments provided for all, special efforts 
are mace to influence the larger boys, who are pre- 
vailed upon to come to the mission center of a 
‘Sunday afternoon also, 


The follow-up work among the families of the 
hop pickers in London is a phase of the endeavors 
of these priests and lay apostles on which Mr. 
Devas could not report at the time; but the plan 
was to retain in the city the contact already es- 
tablished in the hop gardens, and to encourage the 
i families, if possible, in the observance of religious 
sobligations, and likewise to render them such aid 
pand counsel as they might need. Viewed from either

The Modern City: an Ogre. 


The “Moral Dangers of the City to the Youth 
of the Farm” *) are unflinchingly laid bare by the 
Rev. M. V. Kelly, C.S.B., who has written a very 
readable pamphlet under that title. But Father Kelly 
does not fall back on the religious argument solely, 
and rightly so. He points out clearly, what every 
prospective city-dweller from the country should 
thoroughly realize, namely, that Modern Industrial- 
ism is the hardest of task-masters, the most enslay- 
ing of Autocrats and the most heartless of pagans. 
Would that the country youth longing for the 
allurements of city life could be made to realize the 
infinitely better and more enjoyable life, from a 
purely natural stand-point, that he has within his 
grasp, if rightly employed, as compared with that 
which he must eke out in the Inferno of our mod- 
ern cities. So frequently one hears from men who 
have reached some slight position of vantage in 
modern industry that “it is not worth the price.” 
They have given their best years in the midst of 
the mad scramble and ceaseless rush, only to find 
themselves empty-handed and their flair for life 
gone when they are but little past middle age. The 
great masses continue a life of unending slavery to 
modern machinery, speed and production. The 
Modern City is the haughty goddess, bedecked in 
pinch-beck finery and paste diamonds, who strikes 
dead at the nearest approach, 

An European, Friedrich Freska by name, writ- 
ing from Munich to The Freeman, (Feb. 14, 1923), 
describes an exploration of ‘Darkest Bavaria”, 
which some of his American friends made under 
his guidance. Significantly enough they went out 
into the country-side to observe the real Bavarians. 


_Coming upon an ancient farm-house they observed 


—the Americans with unreserved awe and wonder- 
ment—the date 1540 carved into the door-casing, 
and then passed into this strange relic which still 
housed the living. Here they saw the room which 
is the same on all farms: the green tile stove in 
the center: the benches along the four walls; the 
baroque table in one corner, its four legs connected 
by heavy wooden bars that serveas a rest for tired 
feet. Above the table upon the wall, there is a wood 
carving of Christ. That is why the corner is called 
the Herrgottswinkel, the Lord’s corner. At this 
table all meals are eaten. The peasant, his wife, the — 
children and the farm-hands are seated around one 
large bowl. All of them dip their spoons into it in 
a slow, almost solemn rythm; for a show of greed- 
iness is frowned upon. If, during the meal, a 
wanderer enters, he greets the family with “Praised 
be Jesus Christ,’ and the answer comes promptly 
“In all eternity, Amen”, whereupon the wanderer 
may sit down and partake, as though Christ him- 
self had come as guest. i EES .

The 
barmaid stood still, the peasants bared their heads 
and bowed in silent prayer; and as the sound of the 
bell died away, a deep, muttered “Amen” closed the 
simple worship. 

Where, but in a country in which agriculture 
was not only a business but a tradition, could one 
find such a beautifully simple living as this! Surely 
no one would expect to find it in our modern cities, 
no more, in fact, than among the pagans of some 
un-Christianized land. Modern industrialism with 
its large cities has left its blight of infidelity, of 
crazed pleasure seeking, of the desire of material 
things, wherever it has settled. England is largely 
industrial and largely un-Christian; the unbroken 
sucession of high chimneys in Prussia is the stand- 
ard of its revolt from Catholicism as well as its 
heralded industrialism. The two Belgiums, Flanders 
and Walon are respectively strongholds of Christ- 
ianity and infidelity as well as of agriculture and in- 
dustry. The Irish and the Poles cling to their Faith 
tenaciously so long as they cling to their land. The 
Breton peasant and the Parisian connote respec- 
tively faith and infidelity, agriculture and modern 
commercialism. But need we go so far from home? 
What of our own cities? In no other so-called 
Christian country has Catholicism so little hold upon 
the people as here. Our cities are filled with an 
effete, pleasure-mad, excitement-crazed populace, 
that is steeped in the material things, with which 
modern industry is flooding the country.

A Labor Leader Opposes “Too Much 
Democracy.” 

To hear a representative of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the Chairman of an important 
Committee of that organization, in fact, make a 
plea for “less democracy and more autocracy,” is 
probably far from being an every day experience. 
Such an attitude may seem all the more remarkable 


_ when it is considered that the statement was made

and worker. Precisely such an attitude was taken 
by Mr. G. W. Perkins, Chairman of the Committee 
on Co-Operation of the A. F. of L., in an address 
delivered at the Third National Congress of the Co- 
Operative League of America. Offering to give the 
assembled co-operators a bit of advice, Mr. Perkins 
stated that he considers “too much democracy” one 
of the drawbacks to the success of many cooperative 
undertakings in our country. Never or rarely, he 
said, did all the members of a cooperative society 
take adequate interest in their undertakings, and 
frequently also members were not qualified to really 
manage, personally or by proxy, by vote, their own 
undertakings in a business-like way. 

“Let me tell you how a certain situation was 
handled in Germany,” he went on. “A certain co- 
operative cigar factory was in need of a manager. 
Headquarters of the cooperative societies at Ham- 
burg were notified, and they immediately advertised 
for an efficient manager. Several candidates applied, 
a thorough, practical examination was held, and one 
of the applicants was given the position. He was 
selected for his knowledge of the branch of industry 
in question, his ability to handle men,—in short 
everything relevant was considered except his atti- 
tude towards the cooperative movement. Before 
being sent to the city in which the factory is located, 
he was told that it was a cooperatively conducted 
plant, but that his position depended entirely upon 
himself and the “business management” he would 
give the plant. ‘Your job is yours as long as you 
deliver the goods,’ he was told. The employees 
would indeed vote on the business and on the man- 
ager himself from time to time, but headquarters 
at Hamburg would see to it that he would retain 
his position if he ‘made good,’ and lose it, if he 
failed to do so. With this understanding he assumed 
charge of the factory and held it. When employes 
were asked by outsiders, how they liked their man- 
ager, one would say ‘He’s alright, but...’ ‘But 
what? Come now, is he alright or isn’t he?’ “Well, 
yes, we have no real complaint. But even if we 
had, our vote against him would not be worth any- 
thing, as long as he is running the plant successfully. | 
Hamburg is taking care of that.’ There you are, 
concluded Mr, Perkins, “That is as it should be. 
Don’t be afraid of a little autocracy. That’s what 
many of us need. The management of the Co-. 
Operative League should be empowered to exercise 
it. ~

For the Men Who Go Down to the Sea in Ships. 


“Catholic Port Chaplains for Merchant Sea- 
men’ is the subject of an article by Father Kerr 
McClement in the February issue of 7he Month. 
He states that “clubs and lay visitors can not re- 
place the priests”, and that to deal satisfactorily 
with the difficult problem of the Catholic seafarer, 
both at home and abroad, the appointment of whole- 
time chaplains is essential. Richard F. Anson, 
Oblate O. S. B., Organizing Secretary, Apostleship 
of the Sea, while agreeing with this opinion, con- 
tends that meanwhile laymen ought to be getting 
on with the hostels and clubs, and more especially 
the establishment of a regular organized system of 
ship-visiting by laymen of every large port of Eng- 
land, ‘for it is only in this way, that authority will 
realize the need of appointing priests to look after 
them.” 

In proof of this contention, Brother Anson 
points to Glasgow, the sixth port in Great Britain, 
“yet last year the lay visitors of the Apostleship of 
the Sea visited 1,049 ships, distributed literature, 
devotional articles, etc., to over 7,000 Catholic sea- 
men’. At Dublin, a comparatively small port, the 
Brothers of St. Vincent de Paul during one year 
visited 1,046 ships, interviewed 980 seamen and 
brought 2,079 men to Rosary or Mass, and these 
results were obtained in spite of the fact that it 
was only on Sunday mornings they could go on 


their errands of charity. 


The number of Catholic sailors coming to such 
ports as New York, Philadelphia, New Orleans, 
San Francisco and Seattle, must be considerable; 
still very little has thus far been accomplished by 
Catholics in the way of providing spiritually 
for these men. We have at least no national 
Apostleship of the Sea. It is, of course, a difficult 
matter for priests to initiate a movement of this 
kind, since it can not be readily harmonized with 
their parish duties. As in England and Ireland, 


therefore, laymen should in our country also take | 


the lead, establish the necessity of providing in a 
spiritual way for the men that go to sea, by demon- 
strating by actual facts and figures the number 
of Catholic seafarers who are to be found in our 
greater seaports. Or must we wait until some one 
is raised up to do for the sailor what a John of 
Matha and Felix of Valois did for the captives or 
a Camillus of Lellis for the sick or dying, by es- 
tablishing a society of priests and lay brothers de- 
voted entirely to the cause of sea-faring men? -

Feminism and the Family. 


That the monogamous and permanent family, 
as it exists in our Christian civilization, is the true 
ideal and infinitely superior to the laxer forms, 
that may be observed in non-Christian surround- 
ings, no one will be prepared seriously to dispute. 
What we have achieved in softening of manners 
and general refinement of life we may unhesi- 
tatingly ascribe to the refinement of the family. To 
go back to inferior forms of domestic life would 
entail a universal deterioration of society and in- 
evitably make humanity sink back to lower levels 
of culture. The destinies of civilization are inex- 
tricably bound up with the destinies of the family. 


Throughout its existence, humanity has had to 
fight for this ideal» Only reluctantly has perverted 
human nature been willing to accept it. At all 
times have the passions of men been bent upon a 
lowering of the ideal. Where they were unable to 
accomplish this, they have at least endeavored to 
procure a modified application and a laxer inter- 
pretation of the ideal. Where they did not succeed 
in overthrowing the ideal, they sought to evade it 
in some way or other. But human society, con- 
scious that its very existence was at stake, has 
protected the family against every assault and so 
far managed to ensure its survival. It would not 
have been able to do this, had it not been for the 
assistance of religion. We may well say that re- 
ligion has saved civilization, because it has made 
possible the maintenance of the true ideal of the 
family. The destructive instincts of man are blind. 
With a mad fierceness he attacks the very things 
that make for his happiness and protection. Like a 
destructive rodent, he is always gnawing away at 
something, however sacred it may be. Humorous- 
ly, but none the less seriously, Mr. G. K. Chester- 
ton says: “The man, like the mouse, undermines 

what he cannot understand. Because he himself 
bumps into a thing, he calls it the nearest obstacle; 
though the obstacle may happen to be the pillar 
that holds up the whole roof over his head. He

A new menace to the family has arisen in our 
days. It comes from quarters whence we would 
least expect it. The modern feminist movement 
has assumed an orientation which makes it dis- 
tinctly dangerous to the family.

But when those 
who profess to be friends of order and civilization 
put forth this unreasonable demand, we are aston-_ 
ished at their inconsistency and folly. 

Social stability depends upon family stability. 
If there is to be no permanence in this fundamental 
human relation, there cannot be any permanence in 
any other human relation. The family relation is 
one of such sacred intimacy, one fraught with such “t 
important consequences, that if permanency can be ~ 
dispensed with here, it is necessary nowhere. If the — 
marriage vow is divested of its sanctity, all other — 
vows and contracts forfeit their binding force. 
Then all social stability will have to be secured by — 
outward compulsion. And strange to say, those 
who are demanding looser sex relations are at the ~ 
same time working for more rigorous external — 
regulation of all departments of life by legislation, 
Having taken away the spiritual bond that holds” 
society together, they are trying to prevent its c 
plete disintegration by external bonds. They are 
busily forging chains to keep society from fall 
into pieces. Society needs a center of gravity; | 
the family, having been rendered fluid, can 
longer be this center, then the State will beco 
the center.

This is not in accord with 
the Christian conception of things. In the Chris- 
iian world view, wifehood and motherhood take a 
ugh rank. 

A serious objection which we also bring against 
the femininist movement is this, that it tends to- 
wards a still greater depersonalization of life. 
Modern industry has already done much in_ this 
lirection. It has depersonalized or dehumanized 
viman relations. Oniy in the home there still ex- 
ssted truly personal relations, there still was in 
syerything the genuinely human touch. That was 
the salvation of ‘mankind. But the femininist move- 
nent does everything to depersonalize the home 
iulso. It regards the home as insufficient. for woman 
and consequently invites her to seek larger and 
more engaging occupation outside of the home. 
Now that is the very thing that will depersonalize 
the home. A personal home does require a whole 
oman and does require all her activity. It de- 
mands devotion and consecration. It demands 
especially that the home should be looked upon as 
the first thing. We do not say that woman’s 
ictivity must be confined to the home. But we do 
say that a woman who turns from the work of the 
ome because it is too small and unimportant, in 
weality is deceiving herself; for she really shrinks 
‘from it. because it is too big and too absorbing. It 
©s the whole error of the femininist movement, this 
mistake about the home and the family as not 
offering a really worth while sphere for woman. 
oman looks for what she pretends to eall larger 
-esponsibilities, becatise she is fleeing from the 
ruly gigantic responsibilities of the home. There 
something hypocritical in this attitude which the 
anced woman is inclined to assume towards the 
me and the family. It is quite pestilently Peck- 
ffian to shrink from a hard task on the plea that 
not hard enough. 

Here is another illusion of the femininist move- 
_ Admittedly woman is seeking more free- 
and larger opportunities for self-realization. 
that reason she claims her place in industry

man. No delusion could be more grotesque 
to imagine that any freedom can be found in 


work in modern society. 


Man: is not free in industry; nor will . 


woman find any perceptible measure of freedom 
there. Modern industry is slavery and deadening 
monotony. Political life offers no opportunities for 
personal self-realization. On the contrary, it is 
hostile to individuality. It is grinding bureaucracy. 
Whatever else may be found in industry and in a 
politic career, surely freedom and personal enhance- 
ment cannot be found there.  Disillusionment is 
bound to come in this respect. In time, 
will discover that she has deserted the only sphere 
where freedom and personality still exist, the home. 
The old idea of woman as the queen of the home 
was close to the reality of things. In the home, 
woman possessed a freedom and a _ sovereignity 
which she can have in no branch of industry or 
public life. In the home, if she serves, she at least 
serves those whom she has herself chosen to serve 
and whom she loves. In any other position, she 
will have to serve those whom she has neither 
chosen nor whom she has any particular reason to 
love or even to respect. Of all the illusions of 
femininism this one about the greater liberty and 
the possibility of fuller personal assertion is the 
most pathetic and tragic. We once more identify 
ourselves with a sentiment of Chesterton, who 
mercilessly unmasks modern pretense. The passage 
in question reads: “The whole rests on a plutocratic 
illusion of an infinite supply of servants. When we 
offer any other system as a career for women, we 
are really proposing that an infinite number of them 
should become servants, of a plutocratic or bureau- 
cratic sort. Ultimately, we are arguing that a 
woman should not be a mother to her own baby, 
but a nursemaid to somebody; else’s baby. But it 
will not work, even on paper. We cannot all live 
by taking in each other's washing, especially in the 
form of pinafores. In the last resort, the only peo- 
ple who either can or will give individual care, to 
each of the individual children, are their individual 
parents.” (L. c.) 

It may, and, unfortunately, it must be admitted 
that modern social conditions are unfavorable to 
the realization of the ideal family. That, however, 
should only inspire us with the earnest desire to 
remedy these deplorable conditions, but nowise 
lead us to surrender the ideal. It is precisely under 
such circumstances that the ideal must be upheld, 
lest even the memory of it perish entirely. 
the tide of the battle turns against us it is then that 
we must think the least of lowering the flag. Once 
the flag is down, the cause is lost. Hence, even in 
these most unpropitious days. the popes do not 
swerve from their old policy of defending the fam- 
ily and of trying to preserve the integrity and 
sanctitv of the home. The splendid plea which the 
late Pius X made in behalf of a strengthening of 
the family will not fall on deaf ears and, in due 
time, bear fruit. We are glad to rally around the 
Holy Father in this matter and to defend the family 


against all the disintegrating influences that are at

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Anent Minimum Wage Commissions: 
An Interview. 


Minimum wage legislation for women has found 
many advocates in our country, although the agita- 
tion for creating Minimum Wage Commissions in 
the several States is being combatted by organized 
labor in many instances. Thus in Missouri recent- 
ly the Secretary of the Legislative Committee of the 
Central Trades and Labor Assembly of St. Louis, 
Miss Olive King, appeared before a Committee of 
the Legislature, in session in Jefferson City, and 
argued against the appointment of a Minimum 
Wage Commission. Basing her arguments on the 
position taken by the American Federation of La- 
bor, she declared, not so much against the principle 
of the minimum wage as against the appointment 
of a commission which should be empowered to 
determine wage minimums for the entire State. In 
an interview granted the writer, Miss King, who is 
also Secretary of a Waitresses’ Union in St. Louis, 
stated her views on the question thus: “I did not 
tell the Committtee in Jefferson City one of the 
most important reasons for our position. It is this: 
In practice the minimum wage becomes the ma-- 
imum wage also, and we consider it better, among 
organized “workers, to be left in a position to bargain 
freely for a fair wage collectively, and to secure a 
fair wage, than to be forced to_accept what employ- 
ers would be willing to offer us, under even the 
most favorable circumstances, above the legal 
minimum wage. For they would certainly strive to 
hold us down to the legal minimum, making it a 
maximum wage. ‘hat is the regular experience, 
and the workers’ demands. If the worker tried to 
have practically nothing to expect above the legal 
minimum wage.” — “But your argument. against 
the Commission?” queried the interviewer. — “We 
think, answered Miss King, “that a commission, 
such as would be appointed, would inevitably be 
far from having the viewpoint of the worker, and

The eugenist is, of course, anxious that men and 
women of a superior type should marry and prop- 
agate the race. But he finds that, as far as women 
are concerned, college graduates seem more averse 
to marrying at present than ever. The authors of 
Applied Eugenics, Mr. Paul Popenroe and Pro- 
fessor Hill Johnson, present statistics in proof of 
this assertion. The most telling of these are the 
figures based on the data supplied by graduates of 
Mount Holyoke College, the oldest of the great 
institutions for the higher education of women in 
this country. What they reveal is this:

Bryn Mawr College, a very fashionable institu- 
tion, to which some Catholic parents send their 
daughters, between 1888 and 1900 graduated 376 
girls, of whom 165, or only 43.9 per cent, had mar- 
ried up to January 1, 1913. Studying the Vassar 
College graduates, between 1867 and 1892, Robert 
J. Sprague found that 509 of the total 959 had 
married, leaving 47 per cent celibate. Adding the 
classes up to 1900, it was found that less than half 
of the total number of graduates of the institution 
had married. 

“Remembering what a selected group of young 
women go to college, these authors continue, “the 
eugenist can hardly help suspecting that the 
women’s colleges of the United States, as at present 


_ conducted, are, from his point of view, doing great _: 


harm to the race.” This suspicion, we are told, 
becomes a certainty, as one investigation after an- 
other shows the same results. Statistics compiled 
on marriages among college women (1901) showed 
that: 
45% of college women marry before the age 
of 40. 
é 90% of all United States women marry before

96% of Arkansas women marry before the 
age of 40. 

80% of Massachusetts women marry before the 
age of 40. In Massachusetts, it is further to be 
~ noted, 30% of all women have married at the age 
when college women are just graduating.” 

“Tt has, moreover, been demonstrated, thus our 
informants continue, “that the women who belong

If these differences did not bring about any 
change in the birth-rate, they could be neglected. 
A slight sacrifice might even be made, for the sake 
of having mothers better prepared. But taken in 
connection with the birth-rate figures, they form a 
serious indictment against the woman’s colleges of 
the United States.” 

Might it not be desirable to ascertain what influ- 
ence the Catholic woman’s college has on the mar- 
riage-tendency of its graduates? Should such a 
study be made, let there be an inquiry at the same 
time into the percentage of mixed marriages con- 
tracted by women of this category. Furthermore, 
Prussian statistics prove that mixed marriages 
promise fewer children than marriages between 
Catholics. What results would a study of these 
problems, undertaken in some center of Catholicity, 
show? Or would we prefer not to be enlightened? 


_————— 


Extending Catholic Care for Maternity Cases. 


The advocates of the Sheppard-Towner Mater- 
nity Bill were able to demonstrate that women 
about to become mothers were but poorly provided 
for in our country in many places and under cer- 
tain circumstances. Charity- and social workers 
generally realize that we should have more mater- 
nity wards, since women, who are not able to pay 
for a nurse, while they have neither relatives nor 
close friends prepared to properly assist them— 
and with the increasing necessity to move about 
the country, the number of families so situated is 
constantly increasing—are frequently neglected at 
a time when so much depends upon proper care. 
Thus far our sisterhoods, conducting hospitals, 
have not generally responded to the need we speak 
of. It may be necessary, and for valid reasons, for 
the Hierarchy to pave the way for the care of ma- 
ternity cases in Catholic hospitals, as the German 
Bishops did at their last annual conference at 
Fulda. : 

A decision was reached that the Sisters may 
henceforth provide at least one room in a hospital 
devoted exclusively to maternity cases. They are 
not, however, to act as midwives, except in cases. 
of extreme emergency. The Bishops furthermore 


said that-unmarried mothers also may be accepted |

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SOCIAL REVIEW. 


PERSONAL. 

Ordained on June 10, 1871, the late Reverend 
John Casper Goldschmidt, born in Germany in 1840 
and a convert to the Catholic Church, received the 
appointment as Chaplain and Director of St. Vin- 
cent’s Orphan Asylum, Columbus, Ohio, on Febr. 
2nd, 1875. He remained in this position virtually 
until the end. ; 

Among his papers there was found a sketch of his 
life, published in the Catholic Columbian of March 9th, 
telling the story of his conversion. He gives thanks to 
the humble family of a Catholic shoemaker, to whom he 
had been apprenticed, for the influence they exerted by 
their example. The Catholic Columbian says that 
Father Goldschmidt “was greatly beloved and well-known 
by the people of the Diocese (Columbus, Ohio), on ac- 
count of his care of the Orphan Asylum,” 


The silver jubilee of the Rev. Timethy Demp- 
sey, as pastor of St. Patrick’s Church in St. Louis, 
commemorated on March 17th, was marked by the 
presentation of a purse of $5,000.00, gathered by a 
committee with a city-wide membership, The dona- 
ation was offered to Father Dempsey in recognition 
of the charitable endeavors conducted in various 
institutions bearing his name and of his numerous 
efforts in behalf of civic peace and of amicable 
settlement of labor difficulties. On March 29th 
Father Dempsey was notified that he had been 
honored by the Holy Father by being made a 
Domestic Prelate to His Holiness, 

Rev. Timothy Dempsey is the founder and director of 
Father Dempsey’s Workingmen’s Home, of Father Demp- 
sey’s Hotel for Workingwomen, and of St. Patrick’s Day 
Nursery. The St. Louis Globe Democrat, a secular news- 
paper, says of the activities and influence of this priest: 
“Father Dempsey is known for his untiring efforts in be- 
half of the poor, hundreds of families having benefited 
from his assistance during his pastorate at St. Patrick’s. 
He has also acted as judge and jury in many cases of 
domestic strife. . . .” 


LUXURY. 

At a meeting of stockholders of a Country Club, 
organized among St. Louisans, it was learned that 
$50,000 had been expended in launching the under- 
taking. Incidentaly the stockholders were advised 
that the promoter had advanced $44,000, or all but 
$6,000 of the total amount spent, from his own 
resources, a fact which may indicate approximately 
his expectations of profit. 


HOUSING. 

The British Empire Steel Corporation of Nova 
Scotia has organized the Empire Housing Co. for 
the declared purpose of helping its employees to 
solve their housing problems. The corporation 
owns many building lots throughout Sydney, N. S., 
and has evolved a plan. which it is said will assist 
its employees to acquire building sites and to finance 
the construction of homes on very easy terms.

The reports of delegates and committees cover a wide 
variety of types of co-operative endeavors. While the Re- 
ports of the two preceding Congresses. dealt largely with 
the more primitive forms of co-operative undertakings,— 
the retail and wholesale grocery and a few other under- 
takings—the present volume offers information regarding 
such endeavors as banking, credit associations, the co- 
operative buying and selling of coal, cooperative restau- 
rants, co-operative housing projects, and farmers’ co- 
operative endeavors. 


JUVENILE WELFARE. 

Announcement is made of the organization of 
Western Union Messenger Boys in New York City. 
They will form a military unit of four divisions, 
under the leadership of West Point Cadets and a 
regular army sergeant. Word went out that 1,200 
messenger boys will be mobilized before the end 
of the month. 

Western Union officials said they expect the military 
training and drill would induce the boys “to take better 
care of themselves and their uniforms” and would “in- 
crease the boys’ efficiency” as “messengers.” The most 
proficient of the boys will be made officers in charge of 
the boys in the branch offices. The average age is fifteen. 
(The Messenger Boy should be done away with; he is 
engaged in a blind alley occupation that is apt to put 
him in the way of temptations it were better for him not 
to meet with.) ; 


PUBLIC DEBT. 

The British debt commission gives the dead- 
weight debt for the financial year 1922-1923 as 
£7,676,295,109 and estimated payment to meet inter- 
est as £335,000,000. In the-ficsal year 1913-1914, 
the British deadweight debt was £661,473,765, with 
interest payments £16,894,120. The high point of 
Britain’s deadweight debt was in 1920-1921, at 
£7 831,744,300. 


There is owing to Great Britain from Allies, exclud- 
ing relief loans and interest thereon, £1,503,642,016. Inter- 
est on this accrued and unpaid, is approximately £500,000,- 
ooo. These latter figures are as of September, 1922. As of 
en 31, 1917, the Allies owed Great Britain £767,971,-

CURRENCY AND PRICES. 
The Chinese 10-cash copper pieces, 
originally minted, were intended to circulate at 10 
to the silver dollar, but which at no time have cit 
culated either at this rate or at any other fix 
rate for an appreciable length of time, continue t 
show great depreciation. The vast majority of t 
Chinese people receive their wages and make th 
purchases in copper cash. Prices rise much mo 
quickly than wages in response to any fluctuation ir 
currency, and recent investigations by a numb 
employers in Shanghai have shown that this copy 


depreciation is one of the most urgent ca 
the industrial unrest, which is already 
menace to the country.

For 1921-22—the year 
ending in the summer of 1922—the yield was 
reduced to only 1.2 per cent. 


_Small holdings did best, and the small farms were 
fairly successful, but the largest farms had difficulty in 
securing any returns whatever on their capital. Thus, the 
sale prices of average sized farms remained stable in 1922, 
but there was a fall in the prices of large farms. 


WASTE. 

Signor Nitti, the former Italian Prime Minister, 
and a noted economist, shows up the terrible waste 
of Reparation, as devised and carried out by the 
victors in the World War, in his book “The Deca- 
dence of Europe”. Here are some of his statements 
regarding Germany: 


At the top of her power .in the days before the war, 
she had 70,000 men in 28 centres in the territory occupied 
by the Allied troops before the Ruhr invasion, a territory 
of vital importance strategically. The Allied troops in the 
same territory number 130,000, distributed in 228 places. 
This, remember, with Germany disarmed. They occupy 
9,700 billets of 38,00 rooms, and also 13,000 billets of a 
single room each, all in private houses. In addition, sixty 
schools, providing accommodation for 16,450 pupils, were 
commandeered, together with twenty-three theatres, and 
fifty-one picture-houses. Germany had nine aviation 
camps. The Allies have added twenty-four new ones. The 
effect of this was to withdraw from agriculture some five 
square miles of food-producing land. The cost of these 
forces in Germany is estimated at over a million gold 

marks a day.- If Germany paid this amount alone for 
twenty-five years it would wipe out what Mr. Keynes 
_estimated as reasonable reparation figures. Surely there is 
_ reason for thinking that all this money might as well have 
_ been flung into the sea for all the good that it has done.

The Annual Report of the Public Employment 
_ Officers of Massachusetts for the year ending De- 
_cember first, 1921, but recently issued, reveals that 
_ unemployment was at once more general and of 
_ more serious consequence than generally admitted at 
the time. “As a result of the depression, says Mr. 
Phelps, Director, Public Employment Offices, “the 
- State Employment Offices were overwhelmed with 
applicants for employment, many of whom were in 
destitute circumstances. The aggregate number of 
applications for positions at the Offices during the 
year, including those from individuals who applied 
more than once, was 551,492, while the total number 
of persons applied for by employers during the year 
was 36,110, making a ratio of applications to per- 
sons applied for of fifteen to one. In the case of 
males the ratio was twenty-six to one and in the 
e of females five to one.”

The German Typographical Union No. 3, St. 
Louis, was able to celebrate its Golden Jubilee in 
February of this year. For the last 33 years this 
organization has not inaugurated a strike. Three 
of the founders of this Union, which at present has 
5/7 members, are still alive, of whom one continues 
as an active member. 


A call for the National Conference of all Needle 
Trades Militants, to be held in New York City, 
May Sth, has been sent out. It says, in part: 

The influence of the militants in the American Labor 
movement is assuming ever greater proportions. In the 
Needle Trades the militants can with just pride claim 
the honor of being the pioneers of all advanced ideas in 
the trade union movement of America. As far back as 
1913, they organized into various groups. No matter what 
the name, the purpose was fundamentally the same, to 
solidify the workers, wrest the power of the unions from 
a small number of officials and place it in the hands of 
the rank and file. 


PUBLIG=CHARITY- 

The Minnesota State Hospital for Crippled Chil- 
dren at Phalen Park near St. Paul at present pro- 
vides for 200 little ones, according to the Biennial 
Report of the Board of Visitors for Public Institu- 
tions for the fiscal years 1921 and 1922. The facili- 
ties thus far provided do not, however, meet the 
pressing demand. “Both the need, and the success, 
of the Hospital, says the Report, “are doubtlessly 
responsible for the fact that there are even more 
patients on the waiting list than in the institution. 
.. . Doubling the size of the hospital would merely 
take care of the waiting list.” : 

According to the same Report the Faribault 
School for Feeble-Minded and Colony for Epileptics 
now has a population of nearly 1900, with an in- 
creasing waiting list. These are all practically 
for life. The report of the 
Superintendent of this institution shows that the 
first hundred admissions who are still in the institu-- 
tion have cost the State to date $800,000, their stay 
ranging from 27 to 43 years. As the average stay 
is nearly 48 years, this little group will eventually 
cost a total exceeding $1,000,000. 

Basing their contention on the Report of the— 
Superintendent of these institutions, the Board of - 
Visitors wished to call attention to the need of legis- 
lation to prevent the marriage of mental defectives 
and those afflicted with social disease. “We recog- — 
nize, thus runs the recommendation, “that such a 
requirement is not essential in the large majority 
of cases, but we believe it important to as largely 
as possible prevent the marriage of those who ~ 
are likely to further burden society with multiplica- 
tion of the diseased, feeble-minded, and mentally — 
unfortunate.” Zant

in England and Wales was 1,406,000 (equivalent to — 


~ one in twenty-seven of the population). On the last 
Saturday in September the corresponding number — 
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had been 1,454,600 (equivalent to one in twenty-six 
of the population). The week ended December 30 
was the sixty-sixth in succession in which the num- 
ber of persons in receipt of poor law relief exceeded 
1,300,000. At no time during the year 1913 was the 
number greater than 673,172.

He con- 
tends that the first and most important need of 
today is the reestablishment of a national, healthy 
public opinion, which he claims has been poisoned 
by business organizations and the press. 

Mayor Short qualified his charge with the statement 
that all members of these commercial organizations are 
not consciously lending themselves to unpatriotic ends. 
The open-minded members, however, he added, are not 
the organized control of Chamber of Commerce and kin- 
dred bodies. “Their utterances do not at present ngceive 
any general and serious consideration. The organized 

~ control is wholly in the hands of that group of business 
men who have definitely set their hand to destroy root 
and branch the organization which the people have built 
up for their own protection against unbridled rapacity.”

The Archbishop, who was elected the first president, 
informed the meeting that there were already 503 mem- 
bers, 22 life members, 175 guinea members, 299 ordinary 
members and 7 associates. 

The Library Committee of the Catholic Truth 
Society of Winnipeg are considering the problem 
of forming a circulating library of Catholic litera- 
ture, with the intention of sending out travelling 
libraries through rural districts, the books to be 
packed in cases adapted to the purpose. In this 
manner Catholics, especially in those towns and 
villages in Manitoba not served by a resident priest, 
are to be supplied with good Catholic books on re- 
ligious and social topics, fiction and travel. The 
libraries are also to contain books for children. 

A book-box will be left at a given point for a period 
of about one month, and a member of the Catholic com- 
munity will be asked to act as local librarian. The cost 
of equipping the boxes with reading matter is estimated 
at about $15.00, inasmuch as the library is to consist of 
but ten or twelve books. There will be no charge for the 
loan of the books, since it is the intention of the Library 
Committee of the C. T. S. to spread as widely as possible 
literature relating to Catholic doctrine and practices as well 
as books on other subjects by Catholic authors. : a

Some Figures Concerning One Year’s Matern- 
ity Case Work. 

In the March issue of this magazine we present- 
ed an analysis of a certain group of cases coming 
under the care of the Social Visitor of the Central 
Bureau in connection with her task as visitor to the 
Maternity Ward of a public institution. The cases 
selected from records covering a period of three 
and a half years were chosen with a view of show- 
ing whence came the Catholic unmarried mothers 
who had had recourse during the period to the in- 
stitution in question. 

In the following paragraphs some figures are 
submitted, showing the extent of the work entailed 
in this visitation during a twelvemonth period, and 
shedding some light also on the nature of the efforts 
to help them. The total number of cases of Cath- 
olic mothers, who came to the Maternity Ward 
under consideration during the calendar year 1922 
was 189, of which number 31, or approximately 17 
percent, were unmarried. Of the total of 158 mar- 
ried mothers, 48, or over 30 percent, had been 
married by Justices of the Peace. And of these 48 
no less than 19, or roughly 40 percent, were girls, 
both of whose parents were Catholic, 

The providing of physical comfort or the 
remedying of physical or economic needs is usually 
the easiest part of the efforts at correction and im- 
provement. Thus, while the giving of 318 garments 
for newborn babes (members of the Ladies of 

Laclede had made the garments) is a real benefit 
and a help greatly appreciated, and while the find- 
_ ing of homes for 8 mothers and their infants was 
a difficult and beneficial accomplishment, these helps 
are easier of attainment than the securing of lasting 
‘spiritual results. Hence it is that follow-up work 
is so important, and hence it is that 30 cases were 
__ referred to the Parish priest, 30 to the Helpers of 
the Holy Souls, and 5 to the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society. In two cases out of the total handled it 
was possible to arrange for marriage in the church, 

in which cases also follow-up work is required. 
These facts, along with others reported on in 
_ these columnes in previous issues of this magazine, 
may serve again to emphasize the need of Catholic

THE MONTH OF MARCH AT ST. ELIZABETH 
SETTLEMENT. 

The prevalence of sickness affecting children in the 
neighborhood of St. Elizabeth Settlement lessened the at- 
tendance slightly during the month of March. Notwith- 
standing this fact, the record shows 417 attendance days 
and children in the Nursery during the month, with 45 on 
the gratis list. 342 meals were served at noon to school 
children who have no one at home to cook for them; 30 
meals were given without charge. The Social Visitor made : 
42 calls and 23 business visits. 148 pieces of clothing and 
8 pairs of shoes were given to needy poor among the. 
families in whom the Settlement takes an active inteerst. 

Cooperating Agencies. | 

In addition to granting several gifts, listed elsewhere, 
for the upkeep of the Settlement and for the debt liquida- 
tion fund, the Catholic Women’s Union has been engaged, 
for some time past, in making preparations for an enter- | 
tainment for the benefit of the Institution. One member 
donated $10.00 privately to the debt liquidation fund. Mem- 
bers of several branches of the C. W. U. came to the 
Settlement to sew, and their efforts were seconded, for 
the first time, by nine members of the Third Order of St. 
Francis, who likewise sewed for the Settlement and Nur- | 
sery wards. Members of the Union also donated clothing 
for the Settlement families. 

Regular visits to the dental clinics were made by chil- 
dren from the Settlement during March, accompanied by 
members of the Ladies of Laclede. This organization pur- 
chased a cloak for an infant coming under Settlement 
care, two of the members standing as sponsors for the 
child in baptism. 

In her work in connection with the Maternity Ward 
of the City Hospital the Social Visitor handled 12 new 
cases during the month. 13 cases, including old ones, 
were referred to Municipal Nurses, I to the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, 2 to parish priests and 1 to the Children’s 
Aid Society. Other details of the monthly report are: 
Letters written, 3; telephone messages, 20 incoming, 36 
outgoing ; conferences, 5; garments given to needy moth- 
ers, 15. One baptism and one marriage were arranged by 
the Social Visitor.
